Immense Loss of Property. 


MiLWAvgKeEsr, Oct. 4.—The special correspond- 
ent of the Daily News to-day, from Green Bay, 
says that the fires which have been raging in the 
woods between there and Lake have ex- 
tended across Fox river, and cover a strip of 30 
Miles wide in Shawana and Aeeanto counties 
and the big lumbering towns of Marinette and 
Peshtig which are threatened with destruction. 
The fires are now raging over three thousand 
square miles of territory. One hundred families 
have been burmed out of house and home, and 
the refugees are in Green Bay and other towns, 


and at least one hundred other families 
are in equally bad condition. Heuses, 
tarps, farm buildings, bridges, fences, 


absolutely everything has been swept away, and 
thousands of square miles of valuable pine for- 
ests destroyed. Bears and other wild beasts 
Lave been driven in dismay from the woods, and 
are fleeing in every direction avross the flelds. 
The entire population are fighting the fires with- 
out success, and many Lave fallen down suffo- 
eated by the heat and smoke, and been carried 
by their comrades to places of safety. Ali sup- 
ples of food for men and beasts throughout at 
least fifty townships have been destroyed, and 
starvation during the coming winter stares

MELANCHOLY HOLY ACCIDENT. 


mr. wm. Horan Fall. Falls trom a Street 
Car and is Fatally ppt 


The Particulars. 


Mr. William Horan met with an accident yes- 
terday evening which will, in all probability, ter- 
minate his life in avery short while. He got 
upen a Walnut-street car at the corner of 
Fourth and Market streets to ride te his heme 
on Sixteenth street. 

Very soon afterward, a young man named 
Croxton stepped upon the same car and stood 
with Mr, Horan on the platform, They talked 
together very pleasantly till the car crossed 
Fourteenth street, at which point Mr. H. moved 
to the right side of the piatform and put one 
foot on the lower step. This is supposed to have 
been preparatory to his getting off at Fifteenth 
street, the place where he usually leaves the ear, 
The driver made no halt, as the bell had not 
been rung, nor had anything been said to him 
about stopping. Young Croxton got off at Pif- 


‘teenth street and soon afterward sawa negro 


coming down Walnut, who stated that he 
had just passed by a man lying in the middle of 
the street, near Fourteenth, and that he was 
probably dead. Croxton and Officer Cave im- 
mediately ran back to the place, and the former 
at once recognized Horan. A gentleman had al- 
ready discovered his condition and was attempt- 
ing to lifthim up. A pistol lay on the ground, 
which must have fallen out of his pocket. He 
was perfectly senseless, with blood gushing from 
botb mouth and nose. He was taken to a bar- 
ber-shop close by, and a physician sent for. 

When the Doctor arrived an examination was 
made of his wounds. A small triangular gash 
was found on the back part of the head at the 
base of the brain. The skull itself was not frac- 
tured. The cut was probed and its shape indi- 
cated that something sharp had been run into it. 
The hammer of the pistol perbaps, or a sharp- 
pointed rock, may have caused the wound. He 
was Placed upon a lounge and conveyed by sev- 
eral friends to his home, on the corner of Six- 
teenth and Chestnut streets.

The shock too, it seems, had come 
against the baek of the head, just at the base of 
the skull. This is indeed a very tender portion 
of the body, and a lick at that peint most fre- 
quently proves fatal. 
_ Mr. Horan is a member of the Catholic Church, 
and was visited by Father Dann, from the Ca- 
thedral, who, immediately after the examination 
by the physicians, administered extreme unc- 
tion to the patient. 


The exact way in which the accident happened | 


was not known yesterday evening, and perhaps 
will never be, unJess he should suflicieutiy revive 
to relate it himself. A young man (perhaps it 
yas Croxton) stood upon the platform with him, 
and assisted to carry him home. He claims to 
have been driving the car himself, while the 
regular driver was eating his supper. He 
saw Horan putfhis foot down upon the step. but 
did not know whea vr lbuw he got off. He sup- 
posed that Mr, H.'s foot slipped, or a suddey 
movement of the car caused him to lose his 
balance and fall to.the ground. This was the 
story related to Mrs. H., and may betrue. The 
unfortunate man was approaching, but had not 
reached his exact destination. He might have 
been getting ready to leave the car, and feeling 
himself safe, gave no attention to the movement 
of the vehicle. 

Another account givesa very differant state- 
meat. The superintendent of the road heard of 
the accident and went immediately to ascertain 
all tbe particulars. “The driver knew nothing 
about it. He did not know bhowor when Mr. 
Horan left the platform. He was himself driving 


all the way, and {no one else took hold of the’ 


lines or brake.|; Mr. Croxton denies haying 
driven any bims} lf, or that the regular driver 
had eaten supper while the car was in motian. All 
the conversation was pleasant, and the platform 
was not crowded. The superintendent further 
states that the drivers are not allowed to eat on 
the car while it is in motion. Arrangements 
have been made by which every driver can get 
eff at Kighteenth strect, eat his meals in the 
office of the company, with the accommodation 
of chairs and table, and the car in the mean 
time is driven by another man. The driver in 
question is a very reliable man, and st#ads high 
in the estimation of hisemployers. These state- 
ments bear the impress of truth, and would seem 
to exenerate the employes of the road from all 
blame in the matter. 

Another incident is very singular. The con- 
cussion eomes from an injury received at the 
lower and back part of the skull. No other por- 
tien of the body was hurt. Mr. Horan was not 
drinking and tumbling about in a doubled-up 
form, as drunken men do, but was standing 
erect, and when he commenced to fall must have 
made efforts te regain hisbalance. These efforts 
ought to have thrown him upon his side or face, 
and not upon his back. 

Mr. Horan is now in his fortieth year, is a very 
pepular gentleman, and enjoys the reputation of 
baving made an excellont Marshal and Deputy 
Marshal of the City Court. He was by trace a 
steve moulder, and bas been in past years em- 
ployed in many of the machine shops of Louis- 
ville. The maragers of those sheps were much 
pleased with his skill and labor. In 1562 he be- 
came a candidate fer Clerk of the City Coart, 
but was beatem in the race. The mechanics had 
then orgamized theraselves into an association 
fer mutual protection against high priees for 
greceries. The co-operation store of the Trados 
Assembly wasgotten up, aud the proprietorship 
givem te Mr. Horan. Here be remained till the 
pext #ection for Marshal of the City Ceurt, 
which pesition was meat filled by Mr. Pat. Dillon, 
the present incumbent. Mr. Horan served 
under him during two years as deputy marshal. 
In 1868, Mr. Heran was himself eleeted to that 
positien, and held it ene term, with Mr. Dillon 
as deputy. Mr. Dillon eucceeded him, 
but made him deputy, which position he 
holds atthe present time. Heisspoken of asa

In this spirit we deny the alleged neces- 
sity for the Kuklux bill, just as we reject 
the authority of the fugitive slave act as 
justification.

With its upper edge af- 
fecting to protect the blacks, its lower 
and executing. edge is ever ready 
to descend upon the liberties of the whites. 
Take it away. Leave the public order to 
the people concerned; and the instinct of 
self-preservation will not remain inactive 
over long, and when it acts its method 
will be so incisive and direct, so minute 
and close, that the guilty cannot escape, 
as they now do, through the chinks and 
crannies of a great, cumbrous and blun- 
dering political machine. 

We commend to the Indianapolis Jour- 
nal an article which we republish to-day 
from the Nashville Banner.

The Enacting Clauses.

~The Democrat is mistaken in thinking 
that we do not desire the enforcement of 
the amendments. We dodesire that, and we 
wouid have them enforced by whatever 
local, not Congressional, legislation, may 
be necessary to carry them out in the spirit 
of the Constitution and in the strict mean- 
ing and letter by which. they were adopted 
into the organic law. The Constitution 
itself contains a general clause covering the 
case, which renders the two enacting 
clauses specified simply tautological and 
absurd. The Radicals would go oufsale of 
the Constitution through the two enacting 
clauses. Here it is that we take issue with 
them.

The Oo. and R. Railroad. 

The Bewling Green Democrat furnishes 
some facts touching the Owensboro and 
Russellville railroad, now being con- 
structed, which may be interesting to our 
readers. The officers of the company are 
xc Werr, President; R. 8. Bevmr, 

Vice President and General Agent; A. L. 
Asusy, Secretary; J. A. TYLER, Treasurer, 
and Epmunp TURNER, Chief Superintend- 
ent. The road is to extend from Owens- 
boro to Adairsville, near the Tennessee 
line, a distance of eighty-four miles, and 
it is estimated that the total cost of con- 
struction will be $1,600,000. The Demo- 
crat says of the enterprise: 

Our readers are probably aware that the track 
is already completedthe distance of twenty-one 
miles between Owensboro and vermore, on 
Green river; and the road thus constructed, 
opening, as it does, to ‘railroad transportation 
the best portion of that river, is already paying 
more than its running expenses.

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The End of the Contest. 

The ballot for directors of the Lotis- 
ville and Nashville railroad yesterday re- 
sulted in the election of the old board by a 
majority of 8,595. Wecannot say that we 
are very much surprised. It was evident 
a week ago that the Newcomb ticket 
meant, if necessary, to purchase its reten- 
tion of power; and, asit had plenty of 
money, and was not resisted by moneyed 
appliances, there was no reason to suppose 
that it could not win. The buying of the 
Garrard-county stock was conclusive on 
this point. 

It was this transaction which cansed us 
to sound an alarm which, unfortunately, 
was sounded too late to effect any good. 
Several additional purchases of private 
stock, and it is believed of county com- 
missioners, were consummated yesterday. 
Still, at four o'clock, when the election 
was advertised to close, the new ticket was 
several thousand votes ahead. The offi- 
cers of clection were, without exception, 
Newcomb men, and had it all their own 
way. A cable dispatch, received from Mr. 
Newcomps, settled matters. The limit 
announced was extended. More stock 
was bought up, and, when it was found 
that the old board had a majority, the polls 
were closed. 

We have given elsewhere as graphic an 
account of the affair as our reporters were 
able to gather. In our judgment a serious 
misfortune has fallen not only upon the 
road and the counties through which it 
passes, and the city of Louisville, which 
has so large an interest in its just and up- 
right management, but upon the whole 
State of Kentucky. In our judg- 
ment the result of yesterday is a 
triumph for a huge financial 
and railway combination, dangerous to 
every one of us. We have exposed its 
purposes in no partisan interest and from 
no sense that does not derive its source 
from the well-being of the public. We 
therefore have no regret that should not 
be universal, and are by no means disap- 
pointed except in thas regard for the pub- 
lic welfare which it is our duty constantly 
to keep in mind and never to betray.

to the New or Baxter Board. 

The meeting assembled about 10 o'clock, when 
Judge John Barnum, of Bowling Green, was 
chosen chairman and Mr. A. M. Quarrier secre- 


tary. 

The report of the president was read, when 
Mr. S. B. Thomas moved that the report be ac- 
cepted, and the usual number of copies distrib- 
uted; also, moved that the secretary and super- 
intendent’'s report be dispensed with. 

Judge A. G. Rhea, of Logan county, offered 
the following resolutions, which were seconded 
by George Thompson, of Gallatin, Tenn. :

Judge Whitworth then moved that the meeting 
proceed to the election for directors, which mo- 
tion was carried, and the voting eommenced. 
Messrs. Geo. W. Morris, T. L. Jefferson, W. C 
Hite, Gen. W. A. Quaries, Judge A. G. Rhea and 
Judge Charies G. Wintersmith were appoiated 
judges. 

The voting occupied several hours.

THE VOTING. 


Altheugh it was an extremely serious matter 
for many concerned, yet there was something in 
the very seriousness of it that was amusing. 
The interested ones might be divided into three 
classes. First, there were two prominent men 
who were aspirants to the presidency, and then 
their most intimate and 
and backers, and then stockholders 
The interests and money of the old board 
were represetited by Mr. H. Victor Newcomb. 
He is a small man with large side-whiskers of 
the tlonde persuasion, spectacies, morcc:o 
boots, white hat with black scarf, and rather 
European in his fout ensemble. He was the cen- 
ter around which swung an unmentionable 
amount of money and a majority of the stock at 
all hazards, Then there was Mr. John G. Bax- 
ter, the representative of the Louisville interest, 
a portly gentleman with a prominent head and 
dignified appearance. He was surrounded bya 
number of the heaviest business men of the city. 
They looked anxious and grim. They seemed 
as if the future of the city depended upon the 
result of the vote being taken, and waiched 
carefully each stockholder and proxy as he came 
up to deposit his ballots. Then there were the 
stockholders earnest and anxious, aud many ef 
them very enthusiastic. 

The vote of Louisville was cast early in the 
action. It was 18,582, and wasa big count for 
Baxier. The friends of Newcomb voted siow at 
first, and Baxter ran ahead until about fifteen 
minutes wefore the closing of the poll, the voting 
lasting from 1 o’ciock until 4:3) o'clock in the af- 
ternoon. ‘lhere was a spectacied oid centleman 
from the ruralities of Logan county, who had 
come all the way from home to cast his two votes 
for Baxter. He didn’t inquire after the result, 
but, having deposited his new beard ticket, 
turned around nd left, with all the 
dignity aud self-possession of one 
whose duty is performed. Another 
old gentleman had some trouble on accoent of 
the proxy business. He didn’t understand it. 
He pushed through the crowd to the judges 
tatde, and was about to have his seven votes re- 
corded, when it was discovered that they had 
already been cast. An indefatigable proxy man 
on the Newcomb side had included them in his 
pool, The eid gentieman in jeans was indiznanot 
Itwas true, be said, that he had given Mr.
